m itted by him to Tokio, Secretary Bry ­ 
an has Indicated th at there will be 
nothing doing in the situation so far 
as W ashing ton is concerned until the 
Japanese g overnm ent m akes som e re­ 
joinder to the U nited S tates and an­ 
sw er to its protests ag ainst the Cali­ 
fornia alien land law. 
The m ost interesting phase of the 
situation here was the g row th of the 
im pression th at Japan intends to asks 
for her subjects in the U nited S tates 
the privileg es of A m erican citizenship. 
D ispatches from Tokio, official and un­ 
official, indicate th at the Japanese g ov­ 
ernm ent and people are unanim ous in

nia law is elim inated.

w ords of the Japanese representatives 
of the leading political parties who 
have arrived a t San Francisco to in­ 
vestig ate conditions in California, af­ 
fecting th eir country m en.

not m entioned in the Japanese protest 
and neither is it discussed in the reply 
to

A m bassador 
Chinda received from S ecretary Bry an, 
but it seem s certain th at the question 
of citizenship soon will become the 
chief issue in the controversy . 
This 
conviction is based partly on the fact 
th a t there is expectation th a t the reply 
of the U nited S tates will prove satis­ 
factory to Japan, and partly on the in­ 
dications from Japan th at th at coun­ 
try is prepared to m ake such a de­ 
mand. 
The raising of this question of citi­ 
zenship by the Japanese wTould prove 
em barrassing to President W ilson, ac­ 
cording to opinion here.

T hat the sen­ 
tim ent in the senate is overw helm ing ­

JAPS CLAMORING FOR WAR 


Gov e rnme nt Ha v ing Diffic ulty In Sta y ­

Tokio, May 21.—Since the news that 
the Californian alien land ow nership 
bill had been sig ned by Governor John­ 
son was received here, the g overnm ent 
has redoubled its efforts to pacify pub­ 
lic opinion in the belief th at W ashing ­ 
ton will find a peaceful solution of the 
problem. 
It is felt, however, th a t it 
will be difficult to stem the tide of

ang er 
ag ainst 
the 
United 
States, as the Japanese g enerally :e- 
g ard the issue as one involving their 
national honor. 
The bankers and big business men 
of the country are strong ly in favor of 
m oderation and are bending all their 
efforts to avoid a conflict, but consid­ 
erable alarm is evident in official cir­ 
cles 
at the attitude of the lower 
classes, who seem to desire wa** on 
any pretext and on any conditions. 
The old Sam urai spirit appears to be 
reviving and the em peror and his en­ 
tourag e, bearing In mind the success 
of the Republican m ovem ent in China, 
which has had a strong effect on the 
peasantry and the w orkers in the cit­ 
ies of Japan, are m ore or less afraid 
to resist it. 
Even the m ore conservative ele­ 
m ents in Japanese public life are echo­ 
ing th e poimlar dem and for equal 
treatm en t of the Japanese and other 
foreig ners in America, and althoug h 
they do not express any fear th at the 
present situation will result in war, 
they feel th a t a chang e in the attitude 
of A m ericans, as display ed by the ac­ 
tion of California, is necessary to in­ 
sure a continuance of peaceful rela­ 
tions betw een the two countries. 
A rthur Bailly -Blanchard, secretary 
o f the Am erican em bassy , called on 
th e Japanese foreig n m inister, Baron 
Nobeski Makino, and assured him th at 
the U nited S tates would do its utm ost 
to find a peaceful solution of the dis­ 
pute, asserting ag ain th a t it was not 
an A m erican, but only a Californian 
Issue.

charities will contain the annual re­ 
port of the state board concerning its 
tabulation of the reports of all the 
tow nship trustees In Indiana in reg ard 
to poor relief in the state during the 
y ear of 19 12. 
The reports indicate 
th at 51,08 1 persons, or about 1.8 per 
cent of the sta te ’s population, received 
help from the public treasury in 19 12 
throug h the tow nship trustee’s office. 
The num ber included 24,524 m en and 
boy s and 26 ,537 women and g irls. The 
w hite persons num bered 47 ,346 , or 9 3 
per oent., the colored 3,7 35, or 7 per 
cent. 
In the whole population of Indi­ 
ana the percentag e of w hite and col­ 
ored is 9 7 .8 and 2.2 respectively .

appears, therefore, th at in proportion 
to their num bers th ree tim es as m any 
colored persons as w hite required pub­ 
lic aid during the y ear.

Speaking of the rav ages of hog 
cholera in Indiana, 
Prof. Christie 
said the banks would hav e done well 
to inaugurate a mov ement to stamp 
it out, because the death of thous­ 
ands of hogs reduced materially the 
amount of money the farmers had to 
deposit. 
Prof. Christie spoke briefly of the 
new v ocational training law’ in Indi­ 
ana, and ex plained by chants how’ it 
wt>rks. 
He asked the bankers to be­ 
come interested in this law and 
to 
see that it is properly administered. 
For the first y ear thirty counties may 
inv oke state aid and secure a county 
agent to assist the farmers in agri­ 
cultural work. 
For the second y ear 
six ty co u n ties are priv ileged to hav e 
an agent and for the third y ear the 
entire ninety -two 
counties 
of the 
state had already raised the required 
amount of money and had made for­ 
mal application for a 
state agent. 
Speaking to the bankers here, he urg­ 
ed them to arrange for meetings in 
their counties so their people could 
hav e an agent and take adv antage of 
the new law.

At Mr. F lagler’s bedside 
were his son H arry , who had ju st a r­ 
riv ed from Eu rope the day before, an d 
the Rev . George Morgan , his pastor, 
who will con du ct the fu n eral serv ices. 
From a clerk in a little cou n try gro­ 
cery store in n orthern Ohio, Mr. Flag­ 
ler rose in his first half cen tu ry of life 
to a position in the fin an cial world 
which prom ised for him a place as the 
secon d m an of w ealth in the world. 
W ith million s already acqu ired in the 
Stan dard Oil compan y , howev er, he 
was con ten t an d from th at tim e his 
activ ities w ere m ore for the lov e of 
triu m ph than a desire to add to his 
wealth.

Startling Increase In Number 


of Casualties. 


W ashin gton , May 21.— Du rin g Ju ly , 
A u gu st an d Septem ber, 19 12, defectiv e 
railroad equ ipm en t an d tracks were re ­ 
spon sible for 68 per cen t of all derail­ 
m en ts 
in 
the 
Un ited 
States, 
an d 
du rin g those three m on ths there were 
9 35 m ore train acciden ts, in clu din g 
9 01 m ore collision s an d derailm en ts 
than 
th ere w ere du rin g the sam e 
m on ths of 19 11. 
All train accidents o n steam ro ads 
during that time killed 28 8 and injured 
4,59 8 perso ns, an increase o f eig hty - 
sev en in the killed and 3 15 in the in­ 
jured during the co rrespo nding perio d 
o f the y ear befo re. 
These facts are 
disclo sed in the accident bulletin o f 
the interstate co mmerce co mmissio n 
fo r the quarter ended Sept. 3 0, 19 12. 
Accidents o f o ther kinds, including 
tho se sustained by emplo y es while at 
wo rk, no t including "industrial acci­ 
dents,” made the number o f casualties 
2,9 9 5 killed and 22,4 4 7 injured, a to tal 
inciease o f 23 7 killed and 3 ,3 4 0 injur­ 
ed. 
The damag e to equipment and 
ro adway by the accidents ag g reg ated 
$3 ,3 6 6 ,4 01, a larg e increase. 
It was fo und by the co mmissio n that 
o f the derailments 10 per cent were 
due to bro ken rails and 3 1 per cent to 
defectiv e wheels. 
Casualties due to “ Industrial acci­ 
dents” —such as are no t inv o lv ed in 
train 
o peratio ns—amo unted 
to 114 
killed and 28 ,8 8 4 injured, a decrease o f 
sev enteen killed and an increase o f 
5,234 
injured.
